AN ACT 
To establish a Branch of the Bank of the State of Alabama. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the’ Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the State of Alabamain General Assembly convened, 
That a Branch of the Bank. of the State of Alabama be, and 2rpeh Ber* 
the same is hereby established at such place as shall be deter- 
mined upon by joint vote of both Houses of the General Assem- 
bly at the present session, to be known and styled ‘the Branch 
of the Bank of the State of Alabama.” 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That the Presidertt and ePi“ 
Directors of the Bank of the State of. Alabama be, and they are 
hereby required, in behalf of the State, in eight months after the 
passage of this act, to supply the Branch Bank hereby establish- 
ed, with three hundred thousand dollars, to be set apart and ap~ 
plied tosaid Branch Bank: Provided, the same can be obtained _ 
by loan not exceeding five per centum per annum, and no part of 
‘the present capital stock of the Bank of the State of Alabama 
shall be furnished said Branch Bank. l 
' Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That for the manage- President ma 
ment of the concerns of said Branch Bank, the Legislature shall Tuer” © ™ 
proceed to elect by joint vote of both Houses, a President. and 
twelve Directors, whose office shall continue for one year, and 
until their successors shall, be duly qualified; and all subsequent 
elections for President and Directors shall be by jomt vote of 
both Houses of the General Assembly. ` - 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That the following pow- rts powers, rules, 
ers, rules, conditions, limitations and restrictions, shall be the fun- So l 
damental laws of said Branch Bank, viz: 1st. The President and 
Directors for the time being, shall have power to elect and re- 
move the Cashier and such other officers and clerks under them, 
as shall be necessary to execute the business of said Branch Bank, 
and allow them such compensation for their services as shall be 
fixed by law., 2d. They shall receive money on deposite, and pay 
out the same to order, free of expense; deal in bills of exchange 
and discount notes, made payable and negotiable at said Branch 
| Bank, with two or more good and sufficient securities thereon, at 
arate of interest not exceeding six per cent. per annum; no indi- 
vidual partnership or body corporate, (the Trustees of the Uni- 
versity of the State of Alabama in their-corporate capacity ex- 
cepted,) shall be indebted, either directly or indirectly, by .djs- 
count of any note or notes in a greater amount than two thou- 
sand dollars. 3d. In case of vacancy, by death, resignation, or 
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removal out of the State of any Director, a majority of the Di- 
rectors shal] fill up such vacancy, and the Directors so appointed, 

shall hold his or their offices during the unexpired time of the 
Director or Directors dying, resigning, or removing out of the 
State. 4th. Ii case of-death, resignation, or removal out of the 
State of the President, unless such removal be temporary, and he 
has permission of the Board of Directors, the Directors shall ap- 
point one of their own body President, who shall serve until his 
successor shall.be elected by the next General Assembly; no per- 
son who is not a citizen of this State, or who is a Director of any 
other Bank, or a co-partner of any such Director, shall be eligi- 
ble as President or Director of said Branch Bank:. 5th. Not less 
than five Directors shall constitute a Board for the transaction of 
business, of whom the President shall always be one, except in 
case of sickness or necessary absence, in which event the board 
may appoint, for the time being, a President pro tem. 6th. The 
Directors shall keep fair and regular entries of all their proceed- 
ings in a well bound book, to be provided for that purpose; and 
upon all questions, when one Director may require it, the yeas 
and nays shall be duly recorded.on the minutes, and those min- 
utes shall at all times, on demand, be produced to the Legislature, 
of any committee thereof who may be duly authorized to require 


‘the same; and on all such questions, every member present shall 


be required to vote, 7th. The President, Directors, Cashier, and 
Officers and Servants, shall take and subscribe the following oath, 
before entering on the discharge of the duties of their respective 
offices, to wit: I do solemnly swear, (or affirm, as the case may 
be,) that I will faithfully and correctly, to the best of my skill and 
ability, discharge the trust reposed in me as of the Branch’ 
Bank of the State of Alabama, so long as I may continue to dis- 
charge the duties of said office. So help me God. 

Sec. 5. And beit ‘further enacted, That the Branch ofthe Bank 
of the State of Alabama, hereby established, shall continue un- 
til the first day of January, one thousand eight hundred and for- 
ty-five, and the President and Directors shall have power to or- 
dain, establish, and put into execution such by-laws, ordinances 
and regulations as shall seem necessary and convenient for the 
good government of the same, not contrary to the laws and con- 
stitution of the State; and generally to do and execute all and sin- 
gular such acts, matters and things as to them shall or may seem 
necessary to be done, ‘subject, however, to the rules, restrictions, 
limitations and provisions prescribed in this act: Provided, that 
they shall not be authorized to expend more than ‘five thousand 
dollars for a Banking House.

their trust or place aforesaid, the person or persons so offending, 
his or their abettor or counsellor, upon conviction thereof, shall 
be judged guilty of felony, and sentenced to imprisonment in the 
jail of the county in which the offence.may have- been commit- 
ted, for a term not less than twelve months, and there remain un-

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Sec. 12. And be it further enacted, That it shall not be law- 
ful for the President and Directors of said Branch Bank, to com- 
mence Operations by discounting or issuing any notes or bills, 
until the half of the capital stock of said Branch Bank shall be 
had in specie in its vaults. : 

Sec. 13. And be it further enacted, That the total amount of 
the debts which said corporation shall at any time owe, whether by 
bond, note, bill or contract, shall not exceed twice the amount of 
its capital, over and above the moneys then actually deposited in 
Bank for safe keeping, unless the contracting of any greater debt 
shall have been previously authorized by a Jaw of this State; and 
in case of excess, the Directors under whose administration it 
shall happen, shall be liable for the same in their private capaci- 
ties, and an action of debt may, in such case, be brought against 
them, or any of them, their or any of their heirs, executors or ad- 
ministrators, in any Court of this State having jurisdiction, by any - 
creditor of said corporation, and may be prosecuted to judgement 
and execution, any condition, covenant, and agreement to the 
contrary notwithstanding; but this shall not be construed to ex- 
empt said Bank, or the lands, tenements, goods or chattels of the 
same; and on their insufficiency, the State of Alabama, from be- 
ing also liable for, and being chargeable with, the said excess. 
Such of the said Directors who may ‘have been absent when said 
excess was contracted.or created, or who may have dissented from 
the resolution or act by which the same was contracted or created, 
may respectively exonerate themselves from being individually 
liable, by entering, if present, their dissent on the books of the 
Bank, at the time the debt may be so contracted, and forthwith 
give notice of the same to the Comptroller of the State. 

Sec. 14. And beit fuxther enacted, That the credit of the State- 
of Alabama is hereby pledged for the ultimate redemption and 
payment of all notes issued and all debts contracted by said 
Branch Bank. 

Sec. 15. Ana be it further enacted, That the remedy for col- 
lecting debts shall be reciprocal, for and against the said Branch 
Bank. l 

Sec. 16. And be it further enacted, That the Governor, Coinp- 
troller and Treasurer of the State, and President of the Bank 
of the State of Alabama, be, and they are hereby authorized and 
required, to issue certificates of State stock, to an amount not 
exceeding three hundred thousand dollars, to bear interest notex- 
ceeding five per centum per annum, payable semi-annually at the 
Bank ofthe State of Alabama, or at such other place as may be 
agreed upon, redeemable at the expiration of twenty years, or at 
any time thereafter that the State may choose, and sell said stock 
for cash, provided the same can be disposed of at par; and the 


sum to be realized shallbe applied to, and shall compose the capi-- | 


tal ofthe said Branch of the Bank ofthe State of Alabama. 
Sec. 17. And be it further enacted, That to secure the regu- 
laf and punctual payments of the interest semi-annually, and the 
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ultimate redemption of said stock, all the revenue of the State wN 
(except the University fund, the.three per cent. fund, and the fund 
arising from the sale of the sixteenth sections) shall be, and the 
same is hereby pledged; and in case of a deficiency, the faith’of 
the State is hereby solemnly pledged to provide such additional

* JOINT HESOLUTIONS in relation to the Suppression of Publications of an Incembiary Nature in other States, 
Sg bhe-judiciary comm.ttee to whom was referred a communication from the Post 
Mastgr at Mcbile, together w'th an incendiary printed publicaticn fiom the city of 
Altiminy, in the State of New-York, accompanying the same, have had the subject un- 
der consideraticn, and have instructed me to report—Th it so far as the preventicn and 
suppression cf such publications within the limits of this State cm be prevented by 
legal sanctions, ample provision is made for that purpose by the secticn cf an engross- 
ed bill from the House of Representatives, entitled ‘© \n act to prevent the introduc- 
ticn of slaves into Alabama, and for other purposes,” which has already passed the 
Senate. But in relation to the proper or most efficacious means of preventing and 
suppressing such publications without the limits of this State, by precuring the inflic- 
ticn cf just punishment upcn their authors and circulators, your comn.ittee have had 
much difficulty. “fhe op:nion was suggested, that an application, by wav of memo- 
ria: to Congress, on the subject, might be the meaus of effecting an object so desirable 
and necessary in all the slavehold.ng States ; but, upcn examinaticn and reflection, 
your comm.ttee became fully satisfied, that it was a subject over which Congress 
could not rightfully excrcise any ccntrol whatever, no power being delegated to them 
for that purpose by the censtituticn cf the United States; that Ccngress does not pos- 
sess the p -wer to interpose and arrest un evil so dangercus and alarming to all rhe pep- 
ple cf the slaveholding States, and so well calculated, if persisted in, to prcduce a se- 
ricns misunderstanding between said States, and these in which such publications are 
permitted to be made, is deeply to be regretted. If rash, wicked and bigotcd fana- 
tics arc suffered, under the shield and pretecticn cf the laws cf the States in which 
they live, to poiscn the minds cf cur slaves, to render them mre dissatisf ed with their 
condition, and excite them to acts of vicknce and bleod-shed against their masters, 
the harmony of the Union will be greatly disturbed, and the destricticn cf the unfor- 
tunate race thus madly and crim:nally attempted tu be bencfited, will be the preba- 
ble catastrophe. Such consequences, it is the duty of every man who loves his coun- 
try or-humanity, to avert by all the means in his power. The superintending centrol 
and management of a subject which so intim:.tely ccncernsthe national welfare, would 
be better vested in Congress than in the several States, because of the inability of the 
latter to exert an anthor.ty and influence co-cxtensive and commensurate with the evil. 
If such publications were made in the ptates most deeply interested in preventing 
them, their present powers would be amply sufficient for that purpose. But such un- 
furtunately is not the case ; they are made in States distant from these whose peace and 
scenrity they are intended to destroy, and where their laws cannot reach them, and 
hence the necesajty of a more general and pervading power than those States possess, 
In the opinion cf your committee, the most probable, ifnot the only, means cf preventing 
push publisations being made aud ejreulated, will be to induge the gonstituted autheri« 
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ties of those States in-which they are made, -to exert what powers they possess for that 


‘purpose. tis hoped and believed, that no State will be found so lost toa sense of justice, 
good feeling, and humanity, as net to parsne a Course s? reasonable in itself, and so in- 
dispensably nccessary to the well-heing cf the slaveholding States, if required so to do, 
Your cemmittee weuld therefore respectfully submit, thut it is necessary and proper 
for the Governor cf this State to apèn a correspondence, as early as convenient, with 
the Governsrs of these States in which publications have been, of may hereafter be 
made, tending to excite rebellicn and insurrection amongst our slaves, for the purpose 
of inducing them tc pr cure the adeptien and enforcement of such measures in their 
respective States, as will effcctually suppress an evil ef such fearful and dangerous 
magnitude. And in conclusion, veur committee submit the f. Hoawing resolutions :

MEMORIAL to Congress for the Relic f of certain Creek Ladians of mixed blood within the State of Alabama. 

To the honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States 
in Congress assembled: ‘the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of 
Alabina in General Ass>m’y coivened, respectfully represent—That actuate 1 by a 
sense of duty, and deeply cherishing those sentiments of regard which are due from 
a state to its citizens, they beg leave tc lay before your honorable body the following 
memorial in behalf of a portion of their pecple: ° 

Your memorialists have been advised by the petition of sundry Creek Indians of 


' mixed blood, now resident in this State among its white inhabitants, that the laws here- 


tof re passed by Congress f rauch of the friendly Creek Indians as sustained a loss of 
preperty bv reas*n of their fidelity tothe cuse of their white brethren, have had as 
to them no beneficial operation; that although some of their tribe have received a full. 
indemn‘ty for their losses, and others bive been paid in different proportion, yet a 
part of those who are our petiticners, and whose nimes are subscribed to said petition, 
. respectfully state, that although their claims have originated fromm the same merito- 
rims cuse, by some casualty, they have been entirely overlooked, and that thev pray 
“for th it equul share of justice which has been bestowed upon their brethren, and that 
it may he extended to them. Your memorialists deem it unnecessary to allude to the 
substantial just’ce on which these demands appear to have heen predicated. "The Uberal 
spirit in whch they hive heretof re beein met by Congress, sufficiently evidencee the 
readiness t f the Gene ral Government to redeem a pledge important alike to its national 
honor, and the future security of its frontier settlers. Your memorialists pretend nat to 


be minutely acquainted with the ficts which their petiticners have included in the histae.

MEMORIAL to the Congress of the United States in r lation to the Public Laniis, 

The General Assembly of the St ite of Alabami would respectfully rm present ta the 
Congress ef the Un ted States, that the mest of the public lands new within the limits 
of this State, are of that class which hs been offered and uct sold. The best lands 
have all been disposed of through government sales; and it is believed that the pre-- 
sent minimum price far exceeds the intrins‘e value of the lands now remaining unsold, 
Your memorialsts would, therefcre, respectfully suggest the prepriety of reducing 
the pr ce en this class e f public lands; and ef permitting them to be entered in subdi- 
Visicns of fertv acres, giving to the occupant f ra limited pericd a preference in the 
purchase. This measure, it is believed, would be ef essential benefit to cur community 
generally, and particularly to that class cf cur cit-zens who have hitherto been unable 
to ccntend with the capitalist and speculater in the market fer the best land. We deem 
it unnecessary to attempt to Hlustrate,by argument, the benefits which we think would 
result, be th to our citizens and the government, by the measure here prepesed; and we 
respectfully submit these crude suggestiens to the justice and hberality of the National 
Legislature. Your memerialists would again press upe n the consideration of Congress, 
the prepricty of aband: ning the present mr de of dispesing of the public lands at auction, 
This system is believed not to be beneficial to the government, and in practice is found 
to operate injuricusly and cppressively upon the purchasers. We again suggest the 
policy of dispersing cf the lands by entry in tracts, of from the lowest subdivision up- 
wards to one quarter secticn, giving to actual settlers a preference fer a reasonable 
time; and to reduce the price to fixed pericds, until sold. This system, it is believed, 
weuld cenecurage emigration, held ferth additienal inducements to purchase, and ac- 
celerate the settlement and cultivaticn of the public lands; and by limiting the quan- 
tity to one quarter section, it weuld thwart the cupidity of speculating manopclies, 
Yeur memecrialists again beg leave to present to your censideration, the propriety of 
auther ging the heldcrs of cert ficstes cf land, en which ene feurth ef the purchase 
meney has been paid, and the lend reverted to the gevernment, to obtain certificates 
of scrip receivable in payment fer other lands. And also to authorize those purcha- 
sers of lands, who have relinquished under the provisicns of any of the acts of Cen- 
gress for the relief of purchasers cf public lands, and whe,by relinquishment,have paid, 
by certificate, an amcunt over and above the amcunt fcr the lands so paid fer, to obtain 
certificates cf scrip te the amer nt cfsuch overpay ment, which may be receivable in pay- 
ment forcther lands. These lastn enticned purchasets,itis bclieved, have an equal claim 
upcn the justice cf government. Your meme fialists respectfully submit the feregoing 
suggestic ns to the justice : nd Lberality cf the Representatives cf the naticn, with a fuil 
confide nce, that they will receiv e that cc nsideratic r to which they are justlyentitled, &c.
